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PLANS COMPLETED 
OR COURTHOUSE 


It Will Be Handsome 


Nine-Story Structure. 


Plans, as Announced by the 
Architects, Call for $750,000 
Structure of Office-Building 
Type, Combining All Modern 
Arrangements. 

| 


Plans have been completed for Ful- 


ton county's new courthouse, which, 
together with the ground on which it 
is to stand, will represent an approx- 
imate cost of $1,000,000. The building 
itself will cost close to three-quarters 
of a million. 

It is to be a handsome structure, 
somewhat of the office building type, 
and combining all the new and up-to- 
date features of a courthouse build- 
ing, besides some additions which the 
architects have made, to add both to 
comfort and convenience. 

The building will be nine stories in 
height, set upon a basement sur- 
rounded by granite foundations, 
will be constructed of granite or mar- 
ble or a combination of both, accord- 
ing to the decision of the county com- 
missioners after they have finally 
passed upon the details. 

The plans were prepared by A. Ten 
Eyck Brown, and Morgan & Dillon, as- 
sociate architects, designated by the 
county commissioners to do this work; 
and they have left no stone unturned 
to give Fulton county the best that 
can be designed in the way of court- 
house construction. They studied the 
plans of other handsome courthouses, 
and adopted the best they could find, 
and then added some new features 
which they had not found in those 
inspected. 

Many 

There will be nine 
rooms in the new structure, each two 
stories in height, averaging 50 by 60 
feet in dimensions, and so constructed 
as to secure the maximum of light 
and comfort. This does not include the 
county conmissioners’ court room, also 
two stories in heighth, nor the ordi- 
nary’s court. 

Spacious offices are provided for all 
of the county officials, the offices of 
those who have the most frequent and

ing located on the ground floor. These 
include the tax receiver, tax collector, 
clerk, sheriff and ordinary. 

The new courthouse, as Ils 
known, will be located on the site of 
the present courthouse and annex, at 
Pryor and Hunter streets, covering 
practically the entire lot, with the ex- 
ception of an area of about 30 feet 
wide entirely around the building. 

The plans have been inspected by a 
number of the county officers who 
speak warmly in approval of them. 

The county ccmmissioners will g90 
over them at an early meeting, mak- 
ing final decision upon all details, and 
will then be prepared to call for bids. 

Description of New Courthouse. 

The following description of the new 
building was prepared by Mr. Brown, 
one of the associate architects: 

“The illustrations show the Pryor 
street front 216 feet long, and the 
Hunter street front 126 feet long, of 
the new Fulton county courthouse to 
be erected on the present county prop- 
erty on the southeast corner of Pryor 
and Hunter streets.

ON SOUND TEETH 


Free Dispensaries Urged 
for the South. 


Three Interesting Lectures 
Before Lar Audience at 
Taft Hall Stressed Import- 
ance of Oral Hygiene as 
Safeguard to Health. 


The extreme importance of oral hy- 
giene as a safeguard of public health 
and the necessity of establishing free 
dental dispensaries to bring this hy- 
gienic condition about formed the sub- 
ject of three interesting leetures given 
last night before an audience that 
packeq Taft hall. The meeting was 
given under the auspices of the 
southern branch of the National Den- 
tal Association, now holding its an- 
nual convention in this city. 

Statistics were given showing the 
wonderful results attained by the 
erection of dental dispensaries in other 
cities. Especially among the school 
children these institutions had not 
only succeeded in bringing about 4 
marked improvement in the general 
health, but had bettered the mental 
and moral conditions also. 

It was stated that not a single 
dental dispensary exists in the south, 
and the plea was made that this sec- 
tion shoulq make efforts to duplicate 
the work along this line that is being 
done in other places. 

Announcement was made that Bir- 
mingham will soon have one of these 
institutions, the dental society of that 
city having agreed to finance the work 
with the moral co-operation of the 
board of health. 

The three speakers of the evening 
were Dr. John W. Dowd, of Toledo, 
Oh.o, a celebrated educator and lec- 
turer; Dr. W. W. Belcher, of Roches- 
ter, N. Y., superintendent of the free 
dental dispensaries of that eity, and 
Dr. W. A. ‘White, superintendent of 
the department of oral hygiene of 
western New York. Seated on the 
platform with the lecturers were Dr. 
John P. Corley, who presided; Dr. H. 
C. Hassell, president of the associa- 
tion, and Dr. George Tigner, president 
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ed to the most important committee of 
the house; Fitzgerald has been made 
chairman of appropriations; Moon, of 
Tennessee, made chairman of postoffices 
and post roads; Lee and Edwards, of 
Georgia, and all the other bolters given 
high places at the democratic table. 

They could not suppress a quiet 
chuckle today at the turn events had 
taken. 

Representative Hardwick, of Georgia, 
a member of the rules committée, con- 
tributed an interesting discussion to the 
debate, and showed unusual mastery of 
this involved subject. 

What New Rules Provide. 

To a great extent the new rules are a 
repetition of those that have been 
handed down by many congresses in the 
past. The democrats claim that their 
greatest reform is taking away from 
the speaker his power to appoint com- 
-mittees and to designate the chairman 
of each committee. The new rules pro- 
vide for the election of committees and 
their chairmen. 

The second reform is a return to the 
former democratic practice of permit- 
ting legislation on appropriation bills 
when the legislation tends to reduce the 
expenditures of the government. 

The democratic rules continue 
“salendar Wednesday” and the unani- 
mous consent calendar and -seek to 
perfect the rule for the discharge of 
committees. This latter rule, the 
democrats declare, e¢ffectively does 
away with the former practice of 
stifling legislation in committees. 

Republicans Oried “Gag.” 

A special order, passed Dy the demo- 
crats and limiting debate on the rules 
to four hours, immediately brought 
eut a cry of “gag” from the republic- 
ans. The speeches which followed 
were all more or less of a political 
nature and there was no serious fight 
on the rules themselves. The re- 
publicans claimed they were debarred 
fram making such a fight because of 
the further provision of the special or- 
der that only one substitute set of rules 
could be offereq by the minority. Not 
even a roll call was demanded by the 
republicans on the adoption of the 
rule. 

The political battle which was g0- 
ing on for four hours was but a fore- 
taste of. others to come during the 
session and which are expected to 
make the present congress notable. 
Representative Mann, the republican 
leader, was ably seconded by former 
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with Judge G. C. Edwards presiding. 
No business of special importance faces 
the court.

Mr. Cocke retires 
on account of ill heaith, which wili 
force him to seek extended residence 
at other places. The law requires each 
district to have 2 commissioner. So 
far the only candidates mentioned are 
a A. J. Wleetwood and VW. FF. Ccx- 
well. 


Speaker Cannon and Representatives 
Dalzell and Olmsted with one or two 
republican insurgents thrownfin for 
g00d measure. The latter assisted 
their brothers of the minority by pro- 
testing against the action of the demo- 
crats in adopting the ‘“tyrannical’’ 
method of the former majority in cut- 
ting off debate and the opportunity 
for amendment. 
Mann Attacks Democrats. 

Mr. Mann charged the democrats 
with insincerity in much they saiq in 
praise of the rules and declared they 
had no purpose to take away from 
themselves, as a majority, the right 
to control legislation. He character- 
ized the rule for the discharge of com- 
mittees as ‘“‘an utter absurdity, not to 
say idiocy.” 

Chairman Henry, of the new rules 
committee, retorted that the rules thus 
characterized had called out the most 
doleful speech from Mr. Mann he had 
ever heard that gentleman make. Mr. 
Henry further said that the fault the 
American people haq found in the 
past was not so much with the house 
rules as the bad administration :f 
those rules. 

Mr. Cannon’s speech was easily the 
feature. He was greeted with ap- 
Plause from both parties when he 
arose to make his maiden address of 
the session. 

“I want to say here, now," he de- 
clared, “that substantially, the rules 
proposed by this legislation are an in- 
dorsement of nearly all that is good 
in the rules that have evoluted since 
the adoption of the constitution, and 
therefore I am not going to criticise 
the rules merely because the majority 
of the house proposes to adopt them. 
Sometimes majorities and minorities 
tear passion to tatters and appeal from 
the standpoint of demagoguery and 
claptrap to people that would not 
know a rule or a code of rules if they 
met them in the middle of a street. 


Cannon and Rules. 


“IT have had a good deal to do with 
rules during my legislative life. I, re- 
ported, as a member of the commit- 
tee on rules in the fifty-first congress, 
what was then known by an almost 
unanimous press and by a violent mi- 
nority, as the ‘infamous Reed rule’ 
That code was thrown open to amend- 
ment with two days’ general debate, 
‘and with the most perfect freedom of 
amendment. And at that time the re- 
publicans had a majority of five. You 
now have a majority of sixty-three. {I 
submit to you that as you are now 
flopping your wings together on that 
side and have complete harmony and 
solidarity, that perchance you might, 
from the standpoint of propriety, give 
the minority a chance to offer amend- 
ments to the rules. 

“And now it is said we have a unan- 
imous consent calendar. [T am glad we 
have. Along with that is the saying, 
jin the language of the distinguished 
| gentleman from Kansas (Mr. Murdock) 
jand the universal representation of the 
|uplift magazines, that it is no longer 
necessary to crawl upon your knees. 
hat in hand, to ask the speaker for 
recognition for unanimous consent. 

“No, no, the speaker is a member of 
the house. I am a member of the 
house and I have never felt less like 
dying than I do now. When the unan- 
imous consent calendar is ecalled. if 
my judgment prompts me to object to 
the consideration of a bill. no doubt 
the man in charge of that. bill will 
figuratively come on his hands and 
knees, with hat in hand, even the gen- 
tlemen from Kansas: (Mr. Murdock).

Seme Sharp Criticism. 

Cannon sharply criticised the 
rules committee for not permitting the

and deciared that “Czar Henry” 
be no more nor less of a “czar” 
was the former speaker. 
Cannon also complained that. no

Greatest Protection of Life. 

Dr, Dowd struck the keynote of the 
evening when, speaking as a layman, 
he said, “Of all the forces arrayed in 
the great struggle to protect human 
life the greatest is the dentists, for 
they stand, as it were, in the citadel 
of the temple, ready to strike down 
the malignant enemies as they cross 
the threshold.’’ 

Commenting upon the death rate in 
America he stated that 600,000 peopie 
die annually from preventible dis- 
eases, and that almost as many die 
every year from tuberculosis as gave 
up their lives in the civil war. “If 
‘war is hell, what is tuberculosis?’ he 
asked. Dr. Dowd went on: 

“Do you know it is more dangerous 
to be a baby than to have the small- 
pox? It is true that a larger perceng- 
age of people recover from this dis- 
ease than there are children who grow 
to manhood and womanhood.” 

The speaker stated that this fright- 
ful mortality could not be reduced 
without attention to oral hygiene, for 
the proper care of the mouth. he safd, 
is indivisibly linked to hygiene 
general. 

“Formerly,” he continued, “we treat- 
ed the various parts of the alimentary 
canal, but we have recently discover- 
ed that the real offender is most often 
Only the first three inches of this 
canal, in other words, the mouth.’’ 

Dr. Belcher, the next Speaker, said 
in part: 


“Why Not Have Dispensaries?” 


“That physical defects are one of the 
greatest hindrances to the mental de- 
velopment of the- children. of our 
schools, is recognized among educa- 
tional bodies, and the correction of the 
same is the problem of the day. The 
members of our boards of education in 
every part of the country are keenly 
alive to these conditions, and are anx- 
ious to correct them, but cannot afford 
to make experiments. They are an- 
swerable to the public, the man with a 
vote, for their support, and unless the 
public is educated to the value of such 
services, they cannot introduce such 
reforms in the schools. 

“Is there anything about this glorious 
climate of yours that makes it unneces- 
sary to-establish free dental dispensa- 
ries for the worthy poor in your 
schools? Have you any less affection 
for these children of yours? I don’t be- 
lieve it. 

“Statistics from all parts of the world 
tell us that from 75 to 98 per cent of 
all our school children are suffering 
from decayed teeth. No one condition 
is responsible for so much suffering of 
child life, so influential in retarding 
scholarship.” 


Oral Hygiene in New York. 


Dr. White told of the recognition of 
the value of mouth hygiene by the 
state board of health of New York, with 
the result that the board now has a 
special oral department which has in- 
augurated an extended series of lec- 
tures on the subject. 

He suggested that the dental conven- 
tion appoint committees to confer with 
the various state boards of health with 
the view of bringing about similar con- 
ditions in all other states. 

Dr. B. Hollis Smith, of Maryland, and 
Dr. L. A. Crumley, of Birmingham, were 
also called upon for short talks.

further testified that Mr. Hines named

Fank Wanted to Save Kohlisaat. 

Mr. Funk declared thet his object 
in giving this testimony was to save 
H. H. Kohlseat, publisher of The Chi- 
cago Record-Her&ld, from a pogsible 
jail sentence as a result of Mr. Kohl- 
saat’s refusal to give certain infor- 
mation demanded by the committee 
last week. 

The witness said he had given Mr. 
Kohleaat information in confidence 
upon which the Chicago publisher had 
based an editorial. The publication in 
February last of this editorial, which 
charged the use of a $100,000 fund to 
eleot Lorimer, resulted in the calling 
of Mr. Kohisaat as a witness before 
the committee, He refused to make 
known the name of Mr. Funk, and was 
given one week's time to divulge this 
name, or stand in contempt of the sen- 
ate committee. . 

Funk testified today that he volun- 
tarily released Mr. Kohisaat from the 
pledge of confidence when he felt that 
the publisher would be sent to jail 
unless the information was given. 

Disclosures, Caused Sensation, 

The disclosures made by Funk oc- 
eurred unexpectedly at a specially call- 
ed meeting of the senate committee. 
The committee was not scheduled to 
resume its inquiry until tomorrow, at 
which time Mr. Kohlsaat had been or- 
dered to reappear. But Mr. Kohlsaat 
and Mr. Funk arrived in Springfield 
this morning from Chicago, and 
Chairman Helm, of the investigating 
committee, at once called its member- 
Ship in special session. ' 

News of the disclosures before the 
committee reached the state house 
within a few moments. The house was 
still in session, while the senate had 
just adjourned for the day. The re- 
ports caused excitement, much discus- 
sion and hurried consultation among 
many members in both branches of the 
legislature. 

A number of the house members 
left their seats in the midst of debate 
on the civil service bills to learn more 
of the diselosures made by Funk. 

Kohlisaat Explains, 

Mr. Kohlsaat preceded Mr. Funk on 
the witness stand. He briefly stated 
that he was ready to give the name 
of the man who had furnished him with 
the report of the alleged $100,000 slush 
fun. 

In explanation of the appearance of 
Mr. Funk, he said: 

“When I arrived at my office Thurs- 
day morning the first call over the 
telephone was from Clarence S. Funk, 
general manager of the International 
Harvester Company. Mr. Funk asked 
if he could see me at once, and I told 
'him yes, to come over, and, as near as 
l can remember, he said: 

““I gee by the papers last night and 
this morning that you have been sub- 
poenaed to appear in Springfield, and 
had declined to give up my name to 
the committee—the senate committee. I 
would be a little less than a man if I 
held you under any further confidence 
as to giving my name or identity. I 
wish to say now that i release you 
from all obligation to maintain secrecy, 
and that I feel I also have a duty to 
perform that until this time I do not 
feel free to, and if the committee 
wishes to subpoena me I will go to 
Springfield and tell the whole story.’ 

MeCormick Said Tell the Story. 

“He further said: 

“*When I reached his office this 
morning I met Mr. Cyrus H. McCor- 
mick, the president of the International 
Harvester Company, and he asked me 
if 1 had seen the morning papers as 
to what had taken place at Spring- 
field. I said I had. He remarked, “How 
do you feel abgput it?’’ I said, “Mr. Mc- 
Cormick, I think that it is my duty 
not only to release Mr. Kohlsaat from 
all obligations of silence, but it is also 
my duty to go and tell everything I 
know in regard to it."’ Mr. MeCormick 
answered: “Good. That is exactly what 
I wanted you to say, and I want you 
to tell that committee everything you 
know, no matter what the consequences 
may be to the International Harvester 
Company.”’” 

In further detailing his conversation 
with Mr. Funk concerning the alleged 
bribery, Mr. Kohlsaat said: 

“Mr. Funk told me that the gentle- 
man who came to him said that they 
had had’ no opportunity to elect Sen- 
ator Lorimer by raising a fund of 
$100,000. A few of them had underwrit- 
ten it and were now around asking 
some people to reimburse them partial- 
ly for the money that was spent.” 

Funk Tells of $100,000 Slush Fund. 

Clarence Funk, general manager of 
the Harvester company, then was call- 
ed, and told of a conversation with 
Edward Hines, which he said took 
place in the Union League Club, about 
the first part of June, 1909. 

Mr. Funk testified: 

“He said I was just the fellow he 
had been looking for, or trying to see, 
‘and said he wanted to talk to me a 
minute. So we went and sat down, 
and without any preliminaries, and 
quite as a matter of course, he said: 

““Well, we put Lorimer over down 
at Springfield, but it cost us about a 
hundred thousand dollars to do it.’ 

“Then he went on to say they had 
to act quickly when fhe time came: 
that they had no chance to consult 
anyone beforehand. 

“Then he said, ‘Now we are seeing 
‘some of our friends 80 as to get it 
fixed up.’ 

“IT asked him why he came to. us, 
meaning the Harvester company. He 
said, ‘Well, you people are just as much 
interested as any of us in having the 
right kind of a man at Washington.’

“IT think I replied, ‘We won't have 
anything to do with that matter at 
all.

UN LIQUOR LAW 


Committee Splits Half 
and Half Again. 


Transportation Companies Of- 
fered New Ordinance Which 
They Thought Fair and Valid. 
Whole Matter Will Be Fought 
Out in Council. 


On the ordinance requiring transpor- 
tation companies to make reports to 
the police of all liquor received in the 
city, the ordinance committee of coun- 
cil again split yesterday afternoon, 
standing two to two. 

Aldermen Kelley and Warren stood 
squarely for the original McClelland or- 
dinance. Alderman Grant and Council- 
man Evins were for a substitute ordi- 
nance which was presented by the rail- 


roads and express company with a view 
of reaching some satisfactory and legal 
agreement, they stated. 

A letter was read from the attorneys 
of all the railroads and the Southern 
Express Company, in which it was set 
forth that the transportation companies 
could not agree to the McClelland ordi- 
nance because it was in direct conflict 
with the interstate commerce laws. 
They said they could not carry out the 
provisions of the ordinance without be- 
ing amenable to the laws made by con- 
gress because congress had said that 
transportation companies shall not 
make public the goods or consignees 
when goods were shipped from the 
state into another. 

Arguments were made by Attorneys 
Robert C. Alston, for the express com- 
pany, and Attorneys Eugene R. Black 
and E. E. Pomeroy for the railroads. 
Councilman McClelland and City Attor- 
ney Mayson spoke in favor_of the ordi- 
nance that had been introduced in coun- 
cil. 

The whole matter goes to council this 
afternoon, and just how that body will 
finally vote cannot now be predicted. 

The ordinance which the transporta- 
tion companies and Alderman Grant 
and Councilman Evins thought was fair 
and valid, and which would give to the 
police all the authority they wanted 
with which to catch blind tigers with- 
out violating the interstate commerce 
laws, is as follows: 


Ordinance Recommendéd. 


“Section 1. That all railroad compa- 
nies, express companies and all com- 
mon carriers doing busrness in the city 
of Atlanta shall, upon the request of 
the chief of police of the city of At- 
lanta, or any officer authorized by him, 
disclose to such officer the consignee, 
when unknown to them, the place of 
shipment and the quantity of any ship- 
ment of spirituous or malt liquors, 
wine or beer, in all cases where the 
said chief of police, or the officer au- 
thorized by him, shall state in writing 
that such information is desired be- 
cause that such person about whom 
such information is sought is charged 
with or suspected of crime, and that 
such information is wanted because 
that such person is charged with or 
suspected of crime and prosecution 
therefore is intended. 

“Sec. 2. That upon such statement in 
writing to such common carrier by the 
chief of police, or the officer author- 
ized by him, the railway company:-shall 
give full information relative to such 
consignee and such shipment, and for 
this purpose shall allow an inspection 
by such officer of its books, btflis of 
lading, way-bills, records and other 
documents in its possession. 

“Sec. 3. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, railroad company or express com- 
pany, or common carrier, their officers, 
agents and employees violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, or 
failing or refusing to furnish the in- 
formation provided hereunder, or fail- 
ing or refusing to allow their books 
to be inspected under the g¢circum- 
stances detailed in this ordinance, shail 
be deemed guilty of an offense against 
the peace and good order and general 
welfare of said city, and on conviction 
thereof in the recorder’s court, shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$200 and by a sentence to work on the 


not exceeding thirty days, either or 
both penalties to be inflicted in the dis- 
cretion of the recorder.”

OFFERS PLAN FOR SAVING 
ENGINE “TEXAS” AS RELIC 


Keen interest has been aroused over 
the state by the stories which recent- 
ly appeared in The Constitution calling 
attention to the neglected engine, 
“Texas,” the hero of the famous cap- 
ture of the “General” from the An- 
drews raiders during the sixties.

“The financial condition of the 
country at present if not a satisfac- 
tory one Is at least asafeone,” said Mr. 
Carson. “No signs «ff trouble of any 
character are visible on the horizon 
and it would seem that confidence 
destroyed by the panic of 1907 has 
been restored and it becames neces- 
sary to seek in other directions for 
the causes of the depression which 
undoubtedly rests upon the country as 
a whole at present. 

“Phe situation is a complex one. No 
lack of causes have been adduced to 
account for the lethargy of the busi- 
ness community. Chief amon these 
are the long-looked-for decisions of 
the United States supreme court in 
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the Standard O!1 and Tobacco Com- 
Pany cases and an interpretation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

“The action af the interstate com- 
fierce commission in putting its veto 
upon the proposed increase of rates by 
the western and eastern railroads 

lays a part in checking the under- 
aking of new enterprises. 

“The decision of the United States 
supreme court in the corporation tax 
case has been received with no sur- 
prise and very little dissatisfaction, 
at least in this part of the country. 
The revision of the tariff, which must 
come sooner or later, will decrease 
the incame of the government to a 
greater or lesser extent, and it be- 
comes necessary to provide revenue 
from other sources. 

“We may congratulate ourselves 
upon the fact tha. wnile the business 
of the United States as a whole is in 
a very unsatisfactory condition, the 
depression in the south fs not so great 
as in other portions of the country, 
and in our own state businéss is by 
no means at a standstill.”

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THE HIGHWAY BOND-ISSUE CONTAGION. 


What promises to become an epidemic of good roads build- 
ing by bond issues is in evidence in Georgia, as the result of The 
Constitution’s several ‘“Around-the-State Good Roads Tours.” 

. Troup county led off with a bond issue of $200,000 devoted 
exclusively to good roads. 

The two latest proposals—separated by only 
hours—come from Bibb and Emanuel counties. 

Bibb already is numbered among the banner good roads coun- 
ties of the state, but is not satisfied. 

Her county commmissioners have decided to call an election 
for the forthcoming fall, in which the people will be asked to vote 
1on the is8uance of bonds aggregating $525,000. Of this amount 
$100,000 is to be expended upon roads and $200,000 upon bridges. 

The county commissioners of Emanuel called a mass meeting 
at Swainsboro recently to discuss the advisability of a roadway 
bond issue. It was the most representative meeting held in the 
county within recent years. By a vote of three to one, enthusiastic 
citizens called upon the commissioners to call the election. 

It is unnecessary to look far for the causes producing this 
state-wide agitation of highway construction by the bonding 
method. 

Thoughtful and conservative taxpayers of Georgia are rapidly 
‘realizing that it is the safest, most expedient and direct plan to 
|secure an imperative improvement, with posterity shouldering its 
share of the expense for a benefit in which it will participate even 
{more largely than the current generation. 

Particularly pertinent in this connection is an interview with 
‘Richard H. Edmonds, editor of The Manufacturers’ Record, pub- 
lished elsewhere today under a Savannah date line. 

Mr. Edmonds has spent the past few weeks motoring through 
the south, and has, therefore, had abundant opportunity to observe 
| conditions and sound sentiment. 

: He views.good roads as comprising an economic issue of 
| greater importance than state or national taxation, or even tariff 
' revision. 

| He also emphasizes a fact often cited by The Constitution, 
| when he declares that enhanced values following road construc- 
'tion and improvement will more than cover original expense and 
| upkeep. 

The assertion is borne out by the experience of communities

Review of Social Evil by 
the Vice Commission. 


Radical Recommendations Are 
Made to the City Council 
Looking to Lessening of. So- 
cial Evil--- Report Is Against 
Segregation. | | 


Chicago, April 5.—The Chicago vice 
commission, the first salaried munici- 
pal commission of its kind, made many 
radical recommendations in its report 
to the common council tonight, and 
Save an exhaustive review-of the pres- 
ent status of the social evil in Chi- 
cago, its past, its causes and means 


of suppressing it. The recommenda- 
tions were directly against the Euro- 
pean principle of segregation. They 
were: 

Constant and persistent repression 
of the social evil as an immediate 
method, with absolute annihilation as 
the ultimate ideal. This, by means: 

First, the appointment of a morals 
commission. ; 

Second, the establishment of a mor- 
als court. 

Conditions Summed Up. 

In summing up present conditions, 
the report says: 

“Most of the police are honest; one 
standard of morality in Chicago ap- 
Plauds dances by nearly ‘naked women 
in the name of art, and condemns 
dances no worse before less prosper- 
ous audiences; men, not women, are 
the ones ‘highest up’ in the business 
administration of the social evil; ho- 
tels which ‘ask no questions’ of their 
patrons are a great contributing means 
to wrecked girlhood; prejudice against 
colored girls drives them into the so- 
clal evil centers, either as servants or 
inmates; the ‘white slave traic’ is not 
organized.” 

Causes are named as follows: 

Want of the necessities of life, ig- 
norance, deceit of men, but chief of all 
—poverty. Lack of protection to immi- 
grant girls aids the evil, says the re- 
port, and lake steamers with no regu- 
lations are fruitful sources of victims; 
lack of proper pay for working giris 
is assailed at great length in bitter 
terms and is called the chief reasons 
why young girls fail to resist tempta- 
tions placed in their path. Lack of 
ethical and religious teaching; eco- 
nomic streess on underpaid workers; 
large number of seasonable trades for 
women, leaving periods of the year 
with no employment; abnormality; un- 
happy home conditions; careless and 
ignorant parents; broken promises, 
love of ease and luxury; craving for 
excitement and changes; ignorance of 
hygiene. 

Some of the Reco 

Among the recommendations, be- 
sides the moral court and commission, 
are these: 

“Instruction of children 13 to 16 
years old in sex hygiene by persona! 
attention of parents; physica] exami- 
nation of applicants for marriage li- 
censes; better pay for girls; abolish- 
ment of the fining system against 
known members of the vice district; an 
intelligent and ample adult probation 
system; home for old offenders; an, 
appeal to the chivalry of man; regula- 
tion of lake boats; investigation and 
supervision of employment agencies; 
laws calling centers of the evil public 
nuisances, against allowing. messen- 
ger boys to go into vice districts; the 
state to take the place of parent to 
{llegitimate children; comfort stations 
in the city; municipal dance halls; fre-. 
quent rotation of policemen; women 
officers for the police force; vocational 
training for older girls in public 
schools; hotels and homes for workin 
men and girls; vigilance in publfc 
parks, where girls and women visit, 
and less liberty for children except 
under the eye of their parents, and, 
generally, closer attention of parents 
to the habits, acquaintances and do- 
ings of their children—girls and boys.”

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TRIPLING’'S FATE 


Petition for Pardon ma 


Be Heard Today. — | 


Attorneys on Both Sides Have 
Reached City and Are Ready 
to Appear Before Commission 
in the Senate Chamber--More 


Letters Come About the Case/ 


Thomas Edga> Stripling’s applica- 
tion for relief from the sentence of 
life imprisonment which was imposed 
upon him fourteen yearg ago for the 
killing of W. J. Cornett in Harris 
county, will be taken up for consider-~ 
ation by the prison commission at 10 
o'clock this morning. 

As announced in The Constitution, 
the commission will convene at 8:30 
o'clock, but has set the case for @& 
hearing at 10 o'clock, in order to give 
those interested plenty of time in 
which to assemble. 

The four attorneys interested in the 
case, and a large delegation of citi- 
zens from Harris county and other 
points, arrived in the city yesterday 
and last night, and will be in attend- 
ance at the hearing. Attorneys T. T: 
Miller and Frank McLaughlin, of Co- 
lumbus, counsel for Stripling, arrived 
Wednesday afternoon, and Attorneys 
H. C. Cameron, of Columbus, and Isaac 
Oakes, of Lawrenceville, counsel for 
relatives of Cornett, who are opposing 
the pardon application, arrived Wed- 
nesday night. 

Condemna Stripling’, Crime. 

The following letter regarding the 
Stripling case has been received from 
Dr. W. P. Ponder, of Forsyth: 

“Bditor Constitution: I see so much 
pro and con in the Stripling matter 
that I thought I would give expression 
to my views, knowing nothing of the 


affair except what has been published. ' 


“tl am looking forward with much 
interest to the action that will be 
taken by the prison commission and 
the governor. Let us see whether they 
will be guided by public opinion or 
whether they will settle a principle. 

“As I see it, Stripling should have 
been hung instead of getting a life 
sentence. His crime, as confessed, is 
one of the most abominable in the his- 
tory of the state except that of rape. 
So far as the insult to wife and sis- 
ter are concerned, it seems to me 
only an excuse for committing the 
crime, as every man who commits a 
crime seeks an excuse, and none in 
the south is so available as an insult 
to a man’s family. 

“Why did not he prove this on trial? 
I am longing for the day when our 
courtg and officials will rise above 
public opinion, ‘and settle principles 
according to law and evidence. It was 
this public opinion that crucified 
Christ, that beheaded Paul, stoned 
Stephen, burned witches at the stake, 
and has been a potent factor in the 
hands of Satan since the world was. 

“Let us hope that our officials will 
rise above public opinion, and mete 
out justice in the case. Anyway, let 
our officials who have been appealed 
to be as merciful to Stripling as he 
was to Cornett.

His bravery has been lauded 
by many friends, but to say that any 
man who was brave or merited public 
sympathy would, in the still hours of 
night, slip to a man’s home ,under the 
shadow of darkness, and premeditated- 
ly and deliberately shoot him down 
from darkness and in cold blood, as the 
evidence in this case clearly showed, 
could not for a moment be credited as 
a man of bravery; and one who 
willingly disregarded human life and 
the laws of the country, as he did, 
would no doubt again resort to the 
same methods to wreak his wrath on 
anyone else for whom he held enmity.

today, Richard H. Edmonds, editor of 
The Manufacturers’ Record, who has 
been motoring through the south with 
a view to studying the road question, 
says: 

“The question of good roads is not 
simply one of almost supreme economic 
value, but is at the same time of vital 
importance from the religious and edu- 
cational standpoint. Some years ago I 
heard the president of a great religious 
convention in the south in his annual 
address say to three or four thousand 
delegates and visitors, to whom he was 
speaking, that it was their duty to 
work with untiring energy to secure 
the building of good roads. ‘It’ is,’ he 
said, ‘vain to hope to build up the 
churches of the country districts to 
their highest point of efficiency so long 
as impassable roads make church at- 
tendance practically impossible for a 
large part of the year.’ The more I 
have thought over the emphasis which 
he laid upon the building of good roads 
as @ part of the religious duty of every 
man to whom he was speaking, the 
more deeply I have been impressed with 
the significance of his statements. 

“It may be said that bad roads mean 
the non-development to the fullest ex-

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tent of religious and educational ac- 
tivities; they mean loneliness on the 
farm, and loneliness is one of the im- 
pelling forces driving people from 
country to city life. It is not possible to 
retain upon the farm either the young 
people or the more active laborers so 
much needed in farmwork, so long as 
bad roads make easy transportation 
back and forth an impossibility. While 
I cannot vouch for its accuracy, it has 
often been claimed that the loneliness 
of country life results in more insanity 
among farmers’ wives in proportion to 
the total number than is to be found 
in any other class of people. Whether 
this oft-repeated statement be correct 
or not, I can readily imagine that there 
may be some truth in it. The men on 
the farm are able to move around, to 


meet each other at the country store, | 
or to engage in outside pursuits which. 


furnish some diversion. 
The Farmer’s Wife. 

“The farmer’s wife in a country of 
bad roads has little or no diversion; it 
is impossible during a larger part of the 
year for her to visit friends or to at- 
tend church, and no wonder the monot- 
ony of a life where bad roads produce 
these results hangs like a pall over 
her. Outsidé of the influence of bad 
roads against educational and religious 
development and outside of the adverse 
influence of bad roads through intensi- 
fying the loneliness of country life, 
the loss to farmers as to all others 
using roads is in the aggregate stag- 
gering. é‘ 

“We complain bitterly against the 
railroads for freight charges, and yet 
put up with a cost of hauling over 
bad roads so many times greater than 
the cost of railroad freights per mile 
that we can but be amazed at our own 
failure to utilize our opportunities. 
Every wheel that turns over a bad 
road adds to the cost of Hving and 
doing business; every farmer is daily 
paying a toll through the heavy bur- 
den of bad roads, which in the aggre- 
gate cost is far more than hig taxation, 
both state and national. In fact, as an 
economic problem, pure and simple, the 
question of good roads is of more vital 
concern to the American people than 
the question of protection or free trade. 
There is no other economic problem 
before the country of more importance 
for the people of all classes and sec- 
tions than that of good roads. 

“While bad roads mean undeveloped 
educational and religious activities, 
continued loneliness of country life, 
lack of prosperity on the farms a3 com- 
pared with what there might be, and 
many other disadvantages, good roads, 
on the other hand, mean the highest 
educational and religious advancement, 
@ more general prosperity of all classes, 
the elimination of the loneliness of 
country life, and the keeping at hcme 
of tens of thousands vf pecple, who,

without good roads, will continue to 
crowd to the cities, often to their own 
disadvantage and to the disadvantage 
of the cities. Well-rounded national 
development cah only come through 
the highest derclopmenut of the agri- 
cultural districts, and this can only 
come through the highest development 
of all religious and educational activ- 
ities and social possibilities. 

“The country must be made as at- 
tractive through good roads and the 
blessing which they bring as the city, 
or otherwise we shall have a continua- 
tion of the tremendous drain from the 
country to the city, which has peen 
one of the dominant features of our 
national growth during the last quar- 
ter of a century. 

Weon’t Cost a Dollar. 


“I believe it may be said without 
question that, brqadly speaking, the 
building of good roads through any 
unsettied district does not in reality 
cost the county, state or individual a 
single dollar. This is due to the fact 
that the construction of improved high- 
ways immediately results in enhance- 
ment in the values of all adjacent 
properties by reason, so far as the 
farming districts are concerned, of the 
higher profits which come through re- 
duced cost in cultivating and shipping 
all products. 

“A striking illustratfon of this was 
recently given when one of the leading 
citizens of Delaware made an offer to 
that state to build a highway through 
the entire state at a cost of $2,000,000, 
and not to be reimbursed except 
through the inejeased income of the 
counties and the state from the larger 
values created by the construction of 
the road. So confident was he, and the 
whole country history of the building 
of good roads proves the correction of 
his position, that there would come 
enhanced values by reason of greater 
profits to those living along the line, 
that he was willing to stake $2,000,000 
and thus show his faith by his works. 

Highways as Well as Railways. 

“Throughout the entire world there 
has come an awakening to the im- 
portance of building good roads. It is 
true that in most European countries 
there are magnificent highways on 
which hundreds of millions of dollars 
have been expended, but even in those 
countries renewed attention is being 
given to the betterment of existing 
roads. 

“The south has been tremendously 
handicapped by its bad roads. 

“The need of the increased railroad 
facilities in the south is so great that 
it can scarcely be overstated, and yet 
vitally, important as are enlarged raili- 
road facilities, they are not more im- 
portant than improved highways.”

made tests to demonstrate that all are 
merely forms of acid. After showing 
that candy which can be purchased for 
5 cents a pound would turn litmus pa- 
per, he took up the more expensive va- 
rieties and demonstrated that they 
were even still more acidic. He then 
took up several mouth washes on the 
market and showed that they,« too, 
contain acid in harmful quantities. 

“Without the presence of acid in the 
mouth, we would have no dental 
cases,” he said. “And remember that 
what is quite sweet to the taste is 
acid to the test. In fact, no sweet 
but has its acid. I urge you to preach 
the gospel of clean teeth, how acids 
cause their disintegration; how, by the 
diligent and continual use of anti- 
acid mouth washes this disintegration 
may be held in check.”’ 

Dr. L. G. Noel, in the discussion that 
followed the reading of the paper, took 
exception to the statement that sugar 
is such a menace to the health of the 
teeth. Others thought that the acids 
spoken of were not contained in the 
candy, but were formed in the mouth. 

The necessity of using toothbrushes 
of correct shape was brought to the 
attention of the convention. Druggists 
were scored for selling brushes which 
were allege dto.be of no use whatever 
in preserving the teeth.

Colonel Bénjamin F. Abbott. the 
man who drafted Atlanta’s charter and 
who obtained for this city the new 
state capitol 'building,. for many years 
one of the most prominent attorneys 
of the state, died at his home, 22 West 
Fourteenth street, yesterday morning 
at 5:30 o’clock. He had: been ill for 
some weeks and had been gradually 
sinking for several days. He was 72 
years old. 

In the, death of Colonel Abbott,: At- 
lanta ang Georgia have lost one of

At Colonel Abbott's bedside when the 
end case were three of his children, 
Mrs. r@e Perrigo, of Chicago, 
Charles A. Abbott, sales manager of 
the White Automobile Company in 
New York, and B. F. Abbott, Jr.,. who 
is an expert accountant in this city. 
The other daughter, Mrs. Tracey C. 
Dickson, wife of Major Tracey c. 
Dickson, who is in charge of the ma- 
chinery of the Panama canal, will 
leave Panama for Atlanta today. 

Colonel Abbott, until his retirement 
from -active life several years ag)2, 
was a leading’ citizen in .Atlanta. 
Prominent in every move for the g5od 
of the city, he was beloved by thou- 
sands who remember him from the 
time he came to this city a second 
time, a young soldier fresh from the 
wars, and who watched his brilliant 
career as a lawyer and a Christian 
with pride. 

Drew Up City Charter. 

It was he who drew up the new 
charter for Atlanta in 1874, when as 
a member of the, subcommittee of 
seven, appointed by the city committee 
of seventy to prepare the new char- 
ter, he was chosen by the members 
of the subcommittee as the best pos- 
sible man for the task. It was he,, 
also, who drafted the bili for the, 
charter and submitted it to the gen- 
eral assembly. 

Colonel -Abbott was the. man who 
was ‘instrumental above all others in 
getting an appropriation for a new 
capitol in Atlanta in 1884-5. He was 
at that time a member of the liegisla- 
ture from Fulton county. As a mem- 
ber of the finance committee he was 
a leader in the house, and when the 
question of the new capitol came up 
for consideration it was he who led 
and won the fight to give his city one 
of the best state buildings in that era. 

In the city. of Atlanta he was a 
memorable and familiar figure. Living 
as he formerly did, near the heart of 
the city, on Peachtree near the corner 
of Baker and later at the old home ad- 
jacent to the Capital City Club, i¢ 
was an invariable habit to walk to 
his office each day. 

His success as an attorney was 
marked. Starting as a stranger in 
the city, he won the confidence of all 
who knew him. Marked by energy 
and ability, the largest corporations 
soon employed him as their legal ad- 
viser, while he was sought by thou- 
sands of private individuals. On ac- 
count of his recognized strength as a 
legal light, when the International 
Cotton Exhibition was held in Atlanta 
in 1881, he served as their adviser, 
while he was also a member of the 
executive committee. Unti] he retired 
he was the legal adviser of the At- 
lanta National bank. 

Raised on Farm. 


Colonel Abbott was the son of Noan 
‘Abbott, a pioneer settler in north 
Georgia, and was born in Cherokee 
county July 3, 1839. He spent his 
early life on the farm, receiving at 
the same time a good academic ‘edu- 
cation. 

In 1869 he came to Atlanta and be- 


part of the new almshouse property. 

Other matters of importance were 
taken up, the commissioners spending 
a long time in session.

The commissioners authorized the 
purchase of two more motorcycles for 
the county police force, the machines 
to be used on the south side. The two 
motorcycles already owned by: the 
county have given such good results 
in suppressing speeding autoists that 
the commissioners deliberated but a 
short time in deciding upon the pur- 
chase of two new ones. 

The resignation of Patrolman M. BE. 
Odom was accepted by the board. Two 
new officers were added to the force. 

The new county map was accepted; 
6% acres of land adjoining county 
property ordered purchased. 

Chairman Palmer, of the public 
buildings committee, announced thit 
the committee had decided that it will 
be more profitable for the county to 
wreck the old courthouse buildings 
and to sel] the materials rather than 
give it to the bidders who agreed to 
take it at sums much smalier than 
the property is worth in the estima- 
tion of. the committee. 

The county expects to clear at least 
$8,000 on the old material, and. pos- 
sibly more. It will take about ninety 
days to wreck the bitildings, during 
which time the working plans for the 
new courthouse will be completed.

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STOCKS SHOW LOSSES:

More Activity Shown Than for 
Several Weeks---Close 
Was Heavy. 


New York, April 5.—Speculation was 
more animated today than for some 
days previously, and the stock market 
appeared active, in contrast with the 
dullness of preceding weeks.

approximately 42,000 feet, the build- 
ing on the ground floor occupies a 
little more than half, and leaves an 
open area around the entire buliding 
if -set exactly in the center on both 
Ways, of 30 to 32 feet in ‘width. 

“The building consists of nine stories 
and a basement, which is two-thirds 
of its heighth out of ground, and, 
therefore, is as well lighted and ven- 
tilated as any other floor, as the win- 
dows of same open into open areas six 
feet wide around the entire building, 
this area being protected by a stone 
plinths and a low iron fence. By this 
means, the record rooms, etc., in the 
basement are well lighted and airy, 
and as useful as any of the other of- 
fices in the bullding. 

On the First Floor. 

“The first floor ts 18 to 19 feet in 
the clear, and contains the officials 
who haye to come in the most intimate 
contact with the public, consisting of 
the clerk, the tax cvullector, the shariff, 
the ordinary, and the tax receiver; all 
of these officials being given ample 
space not only for their present needs 
but for many years of future expan- 
sion. The building is entered by three 
ylarge doorways opening into a large 
vestibule, and thence by three more 
doors into a lobby or rotunda 46 feet 
square, on the right and left of which 
is located two elevators, making four 
in all, and the main staircase in the 
rear of the bullding directly opposite 
the entrances. Opening off of this 
central lobby and running to the right 
and left is the main corridor connect- 
ing with the offices of the clerk at one 
end and the sheriff at the other. The 
balance of the offices on the main 
floor opening off of the main lobby, 
thereby giving easy access for the 
public to all of these officials’ quar- 
ters. 

“The upper floors are laid out in a 
general way to contain two court 
rooms with the necessary adjuncts, 
Such as judges’ chambers, clerk and 
jury rooms and witness rooms, with the 
offtces having the most intimate re- 
lation with the different kinds. of 
courts on the same floors with them. 

“The elevator service and main 
staircase run through the entire build- 
ing, and is supplemented by two pri- 
vate stairways and a private elevator 
opening off a private corridor, connect- 
ing the two courts on each floor, there- 
by giving access to all of the adjuncts 
of the rooms and the rooms adjoining 
Same without going out into the pub- 
lic corridors, 

Court Room Arrangement. 

“The building is arranged in such a 
way that the court rooms are two sto- 
fies high and the intermediate story 
is used for the accommodation of of- 
ficlals having business with the near- 
est courts. In this way, the rooms 
which are necessary to be convenient 
to the courts are kept closer to them 
than could be done if the puilding was 
Spread out over a large area and an 
attempt was made to get all of the 
offices on one floor. This arrangement 
also gives high, lofty, well-lighted and 
well-ventilated court rooms, which 
ay not be accomplished in any other 

“There are several features in the 
building which are worthy of note, 
such as the grand jury room on the 
third floor in front, immediately adja- 
cent to the solicitor general's and wit- 
ness rooms, and is a room two stories 
high, similar to the court rooms, and 
of large enough proportions to give 
ample accommodation to the large 
number of jurymen on the grand jury 
and the witnesses and other persons 
having business with them. 

“Another feature is the commission- 
ers’ “popth,"on the. Ae above the grand 
jury ro , On the fifth floor in front, 
which is also the same size as the 
grand jury room, both as to area and 
height, and gives ample accommoda- 
tions for the commissioners to trans- 
act the county’s business and the large 
number of people which often attend 
their meetings. On one side of the 
commissioners’ room is located the 
county treasurer with his general of- 
fice, private office, vault, etc., and in“a 
like position on the opposite side is 
located the commissioners’ clerk and 
county auditor with the same accom- 
modations as mentioned for.the county 
treasurer. 

“On the seventh floor, in front, is 
located a large law library, giving ac- 
commodation to a great number of 
volumes and space for a normal in- 
crease for many years to come. This 
room is arranged convenient to the 
corridors and private staircase and the 
courts. 

“On the eighth floor are located 
three courts, whith makes a total of 
nine courts in the entire building, and 
they run up through the ninth or top 
floor. The spaces which are not oc- 
cupied by the clear space of the court 
is given over to other officials. 


Absolutely Fireproof. 


“It is proposed to make the build- 
ing absolutely fireproof and modern 
in every respect. The material of the 
frame is to be either reinforced con- 
crete or steel, as the athoritiues may 
decide. The material of the exterior 
in any case to have a _ granite base- 
ment, and either the entire exterior to 
be of granite or marble, or partially 
of granite and marble or terra-cotta. 
These are matters, thowever, which 
have not yet been determined upon. 

“The matters of light and ventilation 
in all the rooms, corridors and stair- 
cases throughout the entire pbuilding 
have been carefully taken care of so 
that there is no space in the building 
unlighted by natural means, and the 
most approved methods of heating and 
ventilation are to be installed, to- 
gether with other mechanical utili- 
ties to bring the building up to and 
ahead of any other similar structure 
in the country. 

“The architects in charge of the work, 
Messrs. A. Ten Eyck Brown ard Mor- 
gan & Dillon, are now working on the 
detail plans and specifications, and hope 
to be ready to submit them to contrac- 
tors for bids in the near future, an- 
nouncemetn of which will be duly 
made. 

“As heretofore stated. the county 
officials and members of the bar are 
cordially invited to call at the offices 
of the architects and inspect the pre- 
liminary drawings and make any sug- 
gestons they may see ft, whch will be 
carefully considered by the commis- 
sioners. as they wish to make this 
building a monment of its kindu, and 
will spare no work or pains to accom- 
plish that end.”
